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DIRECTIONS RESPECTING GRANTS OF THE SCRIPTURES BY THE 
AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


I. The Board of Managers grant books for sale and donation to responsible 
parties upon suitable application. 

Il. All requests for grants should reach the Secretaries a few days before 
the monthly meeting of the Board of Managers, on the first Thursday 
of each month. The Committee on Distribution meet on the Tuesday 
previous. Attention to this rule will often prevent long delays. 


III. The rule of the Board is, to supply all books for sale and gratuitous 
distribution, so far as practicable, through its auxiliaries, which are 
expected to do all the Bible work in their own fields. If the auxiliary 
cannot furnish you with the requisite books, get the approval of its 
depositary or of some other officer, if convenient, to your application to 
the Parent Society. 

IV. For all general and national work which does not properly belong 
to the local Bible Societies, or which is beyond their ability to do, as for 
soldiers, hospitals, freedmen, etc., the Managers will make ample grants, 
upon proper application, to its auxiliaries, benevolent institutions, chaplains, 
and responsible individuals. 


V. Specify the necessary number and suitable kinds of books, and state 
the uses and reasons of the grant requested, with full directions for forwarding. 


VI. The proceeds of sales, after paying freight and other necessary 
expenses, should be punctually sent to the treasury of the Parent Society. 


VII. When the books are received, acknowledge the fact ; when distribu- 
ted,send to the Secretaries a statement of their circulation, with any statistics 
and incidents which illustrate the work. For books sold, whether at 
full or reduced prices, return the account and the money to the Assistant 
Treasurer. An urgent request. 

VIII. The Board donate chiefly their cheaper publications, or such as 
may be most suitable for various classes of destitute readers, as for the aged, 
the hospitals, mission Sabbath schools, etc., etc. 


IX. Books in raised letters are granted for the blind. upon condition that 
after the person who receives them has no more need of them, they shall 
be returned to this Society, or be given to some other blind person who 
cannot buy them. 


X. Depositories should be gratuitously kept if possible, or if not, at as 
low a rate of expense as can be secured. 


XI. In selling books it will be optional with the depositaries and dis- 
tributing agents to take the whole price or part of it, as circumstances may 
warrant, they being careful to avoid impositions and carelessness in their 
discriminations. a 


XII. The principle of selling our books at our price-list cost’ charges 
should be carefully enforced. The benevolent character of the Society 
cannot be sunk in the merely mercantile practices of charging an advance 
for profit, or for resale by private booksellers, upon our uniform rates. 


XIII. The American Bible Society expects that due credit shall be 
given for its donations by those to whom they are confided for distribu- 
tion. | 

XIV. Be discriminating, prompt, thorough, and generous. Sell where 
9 can—donate where you must. Avoid waste, perversion, and misuse of the 

ord of God; and Jet your distribution be a work of faith and a labour 
of love, for the salvation of souls, and for the glory of God.

ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS WHICH ARE FREQUENTLY ASKED RESPECT- 
ING THE RULES AND OPERATIONS OF THE SOCIETY. 


What is the best mode of procuring Bibles for our Families,. Churches, 
Sunday Schools, Bible classes, and the destitute ? 

The best of all modes, as proved by long experience here and in England, 
is to have a good local Bible Society, with active officers, to procure and 
keep in a convenient place such books as are likely to be wanted for six 
or twelve months to come. Collections should be taken up in all the 
churches to begin such depository. . If needful, a part of the books wanted 
can then be furnished on a few months’ credit,and to feeble Auxiliaries 
some can be granted as a donation. This is the first step, and it should 
be taken wisely, and then carried on with system and energy. When a 
church takes up its annual collection for said society, it should be stated 
what amount is to be returned in books for the objects named, and for 
destitute families. If a congregation is new and poor, and more books 
are wanted than can be purchased, let them, in part, be sought as a 
donation. If the local society cannot give them, let its committee call 
on the Parent Society; but let. all be done, if possible, through the local 
socict 

WwW st there is no local Bible Society to furnish books, application 
should be made to the Sunday School Union with which the school is 
connected. Grants are, and will be made to Sunday School Unions to 
meet such cases. 


What is the plan adopted for the supply of Hotels and Steamboats 
with the Bible? 

We give the resolution of the Board on this subject: 

Resolved, That Auxiliary Bible Societies throughout the country be 
requested to see that the rooms of hotels, and the cabins of steamboats, 
(where objection is not made,) be furnished with Bibles, and usually at 
half the cost price; and when unable thus to furnish all the copies 
which are wanted, that they be authorized to apply to the Parent Society 
for additional aid. 

This resolution is adopted from a deep conviction of the importance of 
the object contemplated, and is one of such a public rather than private 
nature, as to justify, in many cases at least, the partial sacrifice proposed. 


How are books, when obtained, to be put in circulation in the best manner ? 

When a stock has been procured and put in a proper place, notice 
should be given accordingly in all the churches, schoolhouses and papers, 
and a sign placed over the depository, so that all who need can buy. 

In the next place, unless the village or county has been explored and 
supplied regularly within three or four years, this work should at once 
be undertaken. It should be done by voluntary committees, each taking 
a section, or by a Bible colporteur, employed for a time to visit every 
family. In every county, three or four ministers or other persons might 
be found, in different sections, who would take each a dozen or two 
of books, dispose of them, and return the proceeds to the treasurer. In 
such cases a careful account should be kept of books thus sent out, and 
a settlement annually made. 

What reply is to be given by the officers of an Auxiliary when a Bookseller. 
Merchant, or other individual, wishes to purchase books for resale ? 

If any of these wish to resell, without profit, for the sake of doing good, 
as does the auxiliary, and particularly in places where the books seem to 
be needed, they could with all propriety be furnished with them at the cost 


price. But if they wish to purchase at bare cost, and then sell at an 
advance on the catalogue price, they could be led to see at once that they 
would not thus be carrying out the benevolent spirit and object of the 
Society, and that they had better purchase of those who make Bibles 
to be sold on mercantile principles. 


How are books furnished to Life Directors and Life Members? 


Each Life Director (having paid $150) receives annually two dollars and 
fifty cents’ worth of books, provided they are called for within the year; 
and each Life Member (having paid thirty dollars) receives one dollar’s 
worth in like manner, It is expected that these books will be called for, 
or sent for, at the Society’s House, and that they will be of such kinds as 
are suitable to give to the destitute. 

These books can be drawn from a local auxiliary, in case the Parent 
Society is early informed of what is done, so that the auxiliary may be 
credited, and the person drawing charged. No books can be thus furnished 
except for the current year. 

The above regulation was adopted from a conviction that there are 
multitudes of individuals in the community, orphans, apprentices, servants, 
boatmen, stage-drivers, and the like, who have no Bibles, and but few 
religious privileges; and who might, to some extent, be supplied by the 
method thus proposed ; for who will be more likely to scatter the Sacred 
Volume among those who are destitute, than those who have shown such 
a regard for that volume as to make themselves members and directors of 
an institution which furnishes it for distribution ? 


How are other benevolent book circulating societies to be furnished with 
Bibles ? ; 

Such societies have, of course, as their main business, the circulation 
of their own peculiar publications. It cannot be expected that they will 
sell Bibles to any great extent at their depositories, as they were not 
organized for that purpose. But their agents or colporteurs will at times 
meet with destitute families or individuals, who will need the Bible asa 
gratuity. ‘To supply such cases, it is hoped that the Bible Auxiliaries will 
always furnish the needed books when called for, and without compensation 
if necessary. If the agent or colporteur can then at times sell some of 
these books, for whole or part cost, he can take the proceeds and purchase 
a further supply of any auxiliary at the cost price. Where there are no 
auxiliaries thus to purchase them, they can be obtained through the bodies 
which they serve. . Grants are and will be cheerfully made to such bodies, 
to meet cases of this kind. If this plan is carefully adhered to, no agent 
or colporteur need fail of obtaining Bibles for the needy. ‘Those who are 
able and ready to purchase can obtain them of Bible societies. 


What is the present regulation of the Board as to the prices of books to 
Aurtliaries and others? 7 

The regulation, as fixed by the Constitution, is to sell books to all 
Bible societies at the cost price exactly, which is the catalogue price. Then 
to those societies which become auxiliary, and agree to give their surplus 
funds to the Parent Society, a deduction of five per cent. is made from 
catalogue prices. Encouragement is thus given to auxiliaries to keep up 
depositories with books for sale, and also for the supply of the needy 
gratuitously. They are sold to no other parties for less than the catalogue 
or cost price. |

LIND AND SyMPATHISING FRIENDS: 


You will pardon the method [I take to reply to some scores of most excellent letters 
I have received, which were welcomed to this throbbing heart with great satisfaction, stirring ap my 
mind to a grateful remembrance of what I already knew, that my dear departed husband had very 
many true and affectionate friends, who admired and appreciated his many sterling virtues, and pure 
principles, though not entirely approving of his unselfish method of carrying them out. One of these 
letters from a friend of many years, tried and true, so accurately describes that method, you will allow 
me to make a few extracts: 

‘‘ Ever earnest, simple, transparent, firm as a rock yet yielding as air, utterly forgetful of self, but 
never of others, gushing with sympathy for the poorest of the poor, tireless iu every good word and 
work, with a conscience void of offense toward God and man, and a hand always open to every 
human need. How faithful, how brave, how true, how just, how loving, how persistent in all toil, 
daring and testimony, come what might, of trial, peril or pain. (God grant that his mantle may rest 
on us all.”) <All of which proved true of him to the day of his death ;—his reverses in business, 
embarrassments in pecuniary aftairs, personal privation, and even destitution, making no change in his 


Jirm trust in God, always confidently affirming, that, ‘so long as our Heavenly Father had any work 


for us to do, he would certainly sustain us, and give us strength to do it, and when he had no more for 
us to do, we might as well die of starvation, as to die any other way.” 

You desire particulars respecting Mr. Srewart’s sickness and death. One year ago this month, 
he received a severe concussion of the brain, by a fall upon the ice, from the effects of which, it has 
been painfully manifest that he never recovered. This state of the brain was aggravated by great 
perplexity in business, and in the course of a few weeks, in the midst of trials and difficulties, enough 
to overwhelm a stronger than he, his powers, both mental and physical, gave way, and for many weeks 
he was helpless as achild. He was not sick, nor paralyzed,—had no fever, no pain, no loss of appetite, 
—nothing but complete exhaustion. An experienced Physician gave it as his opinion, that “he had 
overworked his brain, and that this concussion was the same as more overwork, which had exhausted 
the nerves at their centres, in the brain and spine.” 

After some months, he rallied so as to attend partially to business, but things working adversely 
still. The opposition he met with in trying to secure his just and lawful claims, and the benefits of 
his hard-wrought and dear-bought inventions, receiving prosecutions and anticipations of lawsuits, 
where he had expected royalties, to relieve himself of debts he was not able to pay, and meet protested 
and sed notes he was not able to cancel, his righteous soul was sore vexed, from day to day, with the 
ungodliness and unrighteousness of men, which prevented needful and refreshing sleep at night; and 
under this mighty pressure, his already weakened nerves and careworn frame gave way, on Sabbath 
night, December 6th, under an attack of typhoid fever. Afterward, from undue exposure, he took 
cold, which induced inflammation of the lungs, pronounced by physicians “ Typhoid Pneumonia.” 
He had twice, within thirty years, had the typhoid fever lightly and recovered without the use of 
medicine, and he confidently expected the same result now. but his strength left him as in the 
previous illness, and the two diseases proved too much for him, and in just one week from the attack, 
Sabbath evening, December 13th, he sank under them, and his unfettered spirit passed away to the 
general assembly of “just men made perfect,” where the wicked cease from troubling and:the weary 
are at rest. 

During most of his sickness, his extreme weakness and difficulty of breathing prevented his 
speaking much. He was perfectly cheerful, meeting every one with a smile, and an extended hand. 
When friends would remark to him that they were sorry to see him down again, he would cheer- 
fuily reply, “ It is all right.” I at one time said to him that I was fearful he would not recover; he 
inquired, ‘‘ What makes you-think so?” I replied, ‘‘ Because you are so very sick.” He said, “I am 
not very sick.” At another time I said to him, “ You have always been pained that you had to do 
business with wicked men. Sin has been the torment of your life. Perhaps our Heavenly Father is 
going to take you home and put you into better company. Won’t it bea privilege to get away from 
sin?” He replied with emphasis, “ Yes, and especially the sin of my own heart.” When I at one 
time suggested that if he were not to recover, he perhaps might have something to say tous. He 
replied, “I should have a great deal to say if I were able.” When a friend called after a number had 
been in, I said to him, “ Does it not tire you to see so many ?” He replied, “‘ Not to see such @ friend 
as Judge I.” The Judge remarked to him that he looked bright, his countenance looked good, &c., 
when he replied, with evident expectation, “I shall come up.” This was only about four hours before 
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he breathed his last. His fever had left him some days before, and his symptoms seemed favorable, 
except the lung difficulty, and he doubtless expected that, when the climax came, nature would come 
to his relief as heretofore, and help him to throw off the obstructions to his breathing, and that he 
should “come up.” But he did not consider that the strength of his life was broken by that fatal fall, 
which deprived him of the power to resist and overcome disease, as formerly. 

When I saw the unmistakable signs of approaching death, I said to him, “ My dear husband, you 
are surely going; you are almost home now; have you not one word for me before you leave me ?” 
He tried to speak, but failing, he put up his lips, as though, being conscious of the fact, he would kiss 
me a “ good bye,” as was his'‘custom when going away from home for a season; and in a few moments, 
very gently, without moving a muscle, he ceased to breathe,— 

“ Asleep in Jesus, blessed sleep.” 


He has always prayed that we might “have our work done, and well done, so that when death 
came, we should have nothing to do but to die ;” and his prayer, as relating to himself, was answered. 
He fought the fight, and run the race, and kept the faith the great Apostle kept, and wears with 
him a crown of life above. : 

Some who have been acquainted with Mr. Srewart’s dietetic habits, may think that they short- 
ened his life; whereas, it is a fact, that under his regime, his health had been gradually improving up 
to the time of his fall, so that his old difficulties, —dyspepsia, rheumatism, bilious colic, diarrhea, 
cholera-morbus, and colds, with long-continued coughs,—had given place to a very good condition of 
the body; and had he not overtaxed his brain, and got that dreadful fall, he bade fair to live many 

years longer. 

He had many plans for doing good with his income if it should ever come to him again; and I 
doubt not, he cared so little for his own comfort, that he would cheerfully have foregone the enjoyment 
of the purity and bliss of heaven for a season, that he might live to carry out his benevolent designs, 
and still further administer to the elevation and happiness of his fellow men here on earth. But he 
walked so near to heaven’s portals that “ he was not, for God took him.” . 

I shall study to use whatever means may come into my hands as I think he would have done, had 
his life been continued. F 

You may be pleased to know, that though Mr. Srewarr died greatly in debt, he had made 
arrangements with Messrs. Fuller, Warren & Co., to manufacture his stoves for ten years from last 
February ; and in course of time, with the blessing of God, the debts will wear away. The Company 
have kindly assured me that I should not want. 

Accept a thousand thanks, for all your expressions of confidence and affection toward my dear 
husband, and for your solicitude and prayers for unworthy me. Heaven reward you an hundred-fold, 
and long continue to you your darling ones. Farewell.

Mr. Peabody, when he made his great gift for education at the South, instructed his trustees to expend two- 
fifths of the amount within two years, remarking that one dollar now used in this work is worth more than many a 
few years hence. The eagerness of the Freedmen now to learn, their rapid improvement, and the many precious 
results, corroborates this view. :

Sir :—I beg leave to suggest that you cause to be conspicuously and aaa inserted in your publication a 


notice to the ental effect : 


“In making remittances for subsctiptions, always procure a draft ou New York, or a Post Office Money Order, if 
possible. Where neither of these can be procured, send the money, but always in a REGISTERED letter. The registration 
‘fee has been reduced to jifteen cents, and the present registration system has been found by the postal authctities to 
be virtually an — protection against losses by mail. All Postmasters are obliged to register letters whenever 


requested to do so.’ 


If the above instructions are followed by your subscribers, there can be no doubt that the loss of money letters 


directed to you will be almost impopsible. You probably do dot aeved to be informed that letters addressed to publishers 
have hitherto been a source of temptation to those through whose ‘hands they pass-—-a temptation too cften yielded to by 
such persons, both in 'he postal service and in the employ of publishers ; and my object in making the above suggestion is 
to secure your aid in removing the opportunity for the commission of depredations on your correspondence by either of the 
above classes of offenders. Iam aware that the registration system, as formerly in uss, was of little practical value; but 
with the improvements which have been introduced since June, 1867, it is now as nearly perf-ct as it can be—as your own 
experience since that date will doubtless help to prove., I need not enter into the details of thesc improvements: it is 
sufficient to say that they are of sucha nature as to render the theft of a registered letter a matter of the greatest 
difficulty and danger-—-detection of the offender being nearly certain. The advantages of the Money Order system are 
doubtless already sufficiently well known to you. 

I desire that you will consider this suggestion as| made solely for your own benefit and information, and not as 


intended for puilication.

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DIRECTIONS RESPECTING GRANTS OF THE SCRIPTURES BY THE 
: AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. | 


I. The Board of Managers grant books for sale and donation to responsible 
parties upon suitable application. 


Il. All requests for grants should reach the Secretaries a few days before 
the monthly meeting of tthe Board of Managers, on the first Thursday 
of each month. The Committee on Distribution meet on the Tuesday 
previous. Attention to this rule will often prevent long delays. 


III. The rule of the Board is, to supply all .books for sale and gratuitous 
distribution, so far as practicable, through its auxiliaries, which are 
expected to do all the Bible work in their own fields. If the auxiliary 
cannot furnish you with the requisite books, get the approval of its 
depositary or of some other officer, if convenient, to your application to 
the Parent Society. 

IV. For all general and national work which does not properly belong 
to the local Bible Societies, or which is beyond their ability to do, as for 
soldiers, hospitals, freedmen, etc., the Managers will make ample grants, 
upon proper application, to its auxiliaries, benevolent institutions, chaplains, 
and responsible individuals. 


V. Specify the necessary number and suitable kinds of books, and state 
the uses and reasons of the grant requested, with full directions for forwarding. 


VI. The proceeds of sales, after paying freight and other necessary 
expenses, should be punctually sent to the treasury of the Parent Society. 


VII. When the books are received, acknowledge the fact ; when distribu- 
ted, send to the Secretaries a statement of their circulation, with any statistics 
and incidents which illustrate the work. For dooks sold, whether at 
full or reduced prices, return the account and the money to the Assistant 
Treasurer. An urgent request. 

VIII. The Board donate chiefly their cheaper publications, or such as 
may be most suitable for various classes of destitute readers, as for the aged, 
the hospitals, mission Sabbath schools, etc., etc. ee ‘agp hi 

IX. Books in raised letters are granted for the blind, upon’ cendition thas * 
after the person who receives them has no more need of them, they shalf * 
be returned to this Society, or be given to some other blitid person who ¥ 
cannot buy them. : a 

X. Depositories should be gratuitously kept if possiblé, or if not, at as 
low a rate of expense as can be secured. ee a 

XI. In selling books it will be optional with the depositaries aid .dis- 
tributing agents to take the whole price or part of it, as circumstances may 
warrant, they being careful to avoid impositions and carelessness in their 
discriminations. 

XII. The principle of selling our books at our price-list cost charges 
should be carefully enforced. The benevolent character of the Society 
cannot be sunk in the merely mercantile practices of charging an advance 
for profit, or for resale by private booksellers, upon our uniform rates. 


XIII, The American Bible Society expects that due credit shall be 
_ slag for its donations by those to whom they are confided for distribu- 
ion. 

XIV. Be discriminating, prompt, thorough, and generous. Sell where 
you can—donate where you must. Avoid waste, perversion, and misuse of the 

ord of God; and Jet your distribution be a work of faith and a labour 
of love, for the salvation of souls, and for the glory of God.

ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS WHICH ARE FREQUENTLY ASKED RESPECT- 
ING THE RULES AND OPERATIONS OF THE SOCIETY. 


What ts the best mode of procuring Bibles ia our, Families, Churches, 
Sunday Schools, Bible classes, and the destitute 


The best of all modes, as proved by long experience here and in England, 
is to have a good local Bible Society, with active officers, to procure and 
keep in a convenient place such books as are likely to be wanted for six 
or twelve months to come. Collections should be taken up in all the 
churches to begin such depository. If needful, a part of the books wanted 
can then be furnished on afew months’ credit,and to feeble Auxiliaries 
some can be granted asa donation. This is the first step, and it should 
be taken wisely, and then carried on with system and energy. When a 
church takes up its annual collection for said society, it should be stated 
what amount is to be returned in books for the objects named, and for 
destitute families. If a congregation is new and poor, and more books 
are wanted than can be purchased, let them, in part, be sought as a 
donation. If the local society cannot give them, let its committee call 
on the Parent Society; but let all be done, if possible, through the local 
society. 

Where there is no local Bible Society to furnish books, application 
should be made to the Sunday School Union with which the school is 
connected, Grants.are, and will be made to Sunday School Unions to 
meet such cases. 


What is the plan adopted for the supply of Hotels and Steamboats 
with the Bible? 


We give the resolution of the Board on this subject: 


Resolved, That Auxiliary Bible Societies throughout the country be 
requested to see that the rooms of hotels, and the cabins of steamboats, 
(where objection is not made,) be furnished with Bibles, and usually at 
half the cost price; and when unable thus to furnish all the copies 
which are wanted, that they be authorized to apply to the Parent Society 
for additional aid. 

This resolution is adopted from a deep conviction of the importance of 
the object contemplated, and is one of such a publie rather than private 
nature, as to justify, in many cases at least, the partial sacrifice proposed. 


How are books, when obtained, to be put in circulation in the best manner? 


When a stock has been procured and put in a proper place, notice 
should be given accordingly in all the churches, schoolhouses and papers, 
and a sign placed over the depository, so that all who need can buy. 

In the next place, unless the village or county has been explored and 
supplied regularly within three or four years, this work should at once 
be undertaken. It should be done by voluntary committees, each taking 
a section, or by a Bible colporteur, employed for a time to visit every 
family. In every county, three or four ministers or other persons might 
be found, in different sections, who would take each a dozen or two 
of books, dispose of them, and return the proceeds to the treasurer. In 
such cases a careful account should be kept of books thus sent out, and 
a settlement annually made. 


What reply is to be given by the officers of an Auzxiliary when a Bookseller. 
Merchant, or other individual, wishes to purchase books for resale ? 

If any of these wish to resell, without profit, for the sake of doing good, 
as does the auxiliary, and particularly in places where the books seem to 
be needed, they could with all propriety be furnished with them at the cost 


price. But if they wish to purchase at bare cost, and then sell at an 

advance on the catalogue price, they could be led to see at once that they 
would not thus be carrying out the benevolent spirit and object of the 
Society, and that they had better purchase of those who make Bibles 
to be sold on mercantile principles. ; 


How are books furnished to Life Directors and Life Members? 


Each Life Director (having paid $150) receives annually two dollars and 
fifty cents’ worth of books, provided they are called for within the year; 
and each Life Member (having paid thirty dollars) receives one dollar’s 
worth in like manner. It is expected that these books will be called for, 
or sent for, at the Society’s House, and that they will be of such kinds as 
are suitable to give to the destitute. 

These books can be drawn from a local auxiliary, in casé the Parent 
Society is early informed of what is done, so that the auxiliary may be 
credited, and the person drawing charged. No books can be thus furnished 
except for the current year. 

The above regulation was adopted from a conviction that there are 
multitudes of individuals in the community, orphans, apprentices, servants, 
boatmen, stage-drivers, and the like, who have no Bibles, and but few 
religious privileges; and who might, to some extent, be supplied by the 
method thus proposed ; for who will be more likely to scatter the Sacred 
Volume among those who are destitute, than those who have shown such | 
a regard for that volume as to make themselves members:and directors of 
an institution which furnishes it for distribution ? 


How are other benevolent book circulating societies to be furnished with 
Bibles ? 

Such societies have, of course, as their main business, the circulation 
of their own peculiar publications. It cannot be expected -that they will 
sell Bibles to any great extent at their depositories, as they were not 
organized for that purpose. -But their agents or colporteurs will at times 
‘meet with destitute families or individuals, who will need the Bible as.a 
gratuity. ‘To supply such cases, it is hoped that the Bible Auxiliaries will 
always furnish the needed books when called for, and without compensation 
if necessary. If the agent or colporteur can then at times sell some of 
these books, for whole or part cost, he can take the proceeds and purchase 
a further supply of any auxiliary at the cost price. Where there are no 
auxiliaries thus to purchase them, they can be obtained through the bodies 
which they serve. Grants are and will be cheerfully made to such bodies, 
to meet cases of this kind. If this plan is carefully adhered to, no agent 
or colporteur.need fail of obtaining Bibles for the needy. ‘Those who are 
able and ready: to purchase can obtain them of Bible societies. 


What is the present regulation of the Board as to the prices.of books to 
Auziliaries and others? ~* | | 

The regulation, as fixed by the Constitution, is to sell books to all 
Bible societies at the cost price exactly, which is the catalogue price. Then 
to those societies which become auxiliary, and agree to give their surplus 
funds to the Parent ‘Society, a deduction of five per cent. is made from 
catalogue prices. ‘Encouragement is thus given to auxiliaries to keep up 
depositories with books for sale, and also for the supply of the needy 
gratuitously. They are sold to no other parties for less than the catalogue 
or cost price.
